MeClelland, the Motorman, 
Says It's So and Shows 
His Head. 


IT WAS ALTOGETHER STRANGE 


FROCK COAT, CALICO SHIRT, ROAN 
MARE AND SORREL COLT. 


That Is Peculiar Combination That the 
Motorman Ran Into on Broad- 
way—Police Looking for 
the Man With the 
Hand. 


Police Captain Schroeder and his subor- 
dinates of the Wyoming Street Police Sta- 
tion are searching for man “wearing 
a frock coat and a blue c&lico shirt,’’ who 
is charged with a murderous assault on 
Motorman Thomas J. McClelland, a mctor- 
man on the Broadway division of the tran- 
sit company. 

Other details of his personal characteris- 
tics that McClelland has furnished Capt. 
Schroeder are that the man is about 3 
years old, 5 feet 8 inches high, has a black 
moustache, and, at the time of the assault, 
was leading ‘‘a roan horse in poor condl- 
tion, fallowed by a sorrel colt.” 

A collision between the “roan horse’ 
and car No. 1745 of the Broadway line, 
which McClelland was operating, was re- 
sponsible for the assault. It occurred at 
Broadway and Ann avenues about 4:30 
o'clock Tuesday afternoon. 

The man with the ‘‘frock coat and calico 
shirt’’ was leading the roan horse, which 
also had a rider. The rider in turn held a 
rope attached to the sorrel colt. 


HERD’S THE MYSTERY. 

McClelland’s car bore down on the cal- 
vacade from the south. He signaled the 
man on foot to steer clear of the track, 
and he did so. But the roan horse baiked, 
and swung back into the track, the outer 
front corner of the car striking him and 
shaking up his rider. 

Thereupon McClelland stepped off the car. 
In his hand was the controller handle. He 
save he carried it not to “bluff? the man 
with the horse, but becauso the rules of 
the transit company compelled him to do 
#0. 

McClelland says that, as his feet touched 
the ground, the man with the frock coat 
atvanced to him with his right hand up- 
lifted. nA 


“Et was covered with ‘a sotled handker- 


chief.” said McClelland to the Post-Dis- 
patch Thursday, “and I thought it had 
been injured. 

“Without saying a word the man stuck 
the hand and the handkerchief so close to 
my face that I could have bitten fit. Then 
there was a flash, something flew into my 
eye, something else hit my head and for a 
moment I was dazed. When I recovered 
my senses completely the men and the 
horses were gone and I felt lucky that J 
was alive. 

“The man must have had a pistol in his 
handkerchief, for there was a bullet hole 
in the front and back of my cap and a cut 
niong the top of my head.’ 


HAD HIS HEAD DRESSED. 

McClelland returned to his post on the 
front of the car and proceeded to the North 
St. Iouis headquarters of the road, where 
he was relieved. Then he went to the 
North End Dispensary, where Dr. William 
Freudenstein dressed his wound. Next 
‘moming he reported the occurrence to 
Capt. Schroeder. 

McClelland says the wound on his head 
does not bother him, but that it was neces- 
sary to cut the shot out of his eye. His 
eye is bandaged, and it may be several days 
before he is able to return to work. He is 
82 years old, and resides with his wife at 
8728 South Broadway.

'HANGED HIMSELF TO TRANSOM 
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THE LAW THAT 
AIDS THE STRIKERS. 


Special to the Pest-Dispatch. 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. ).—A law enacted 
by the Pennsylvania 
etrongest weapon in the hands of the strik- 
ers in the coal region. No matter. bow 
many troops are put about the mines this 
law makes it Impossible for the mine own- 
ers to obtain enough men to supply the 
public with coal. This law provides that 
no miner can dig coal without a license 
under the authority of the state. By 
miner is meant the man that actually digg 
the coal. Those technically known as belp- 
ers in the mines are men who transport 
it and raise it to the surface. They are 
not required to be licensed. A miner in or- 
der to procure this license must first have 
worked in a mine in some minor capacity 
for two years. With the operators given 
an opportunity, with full protection to work 
the mines, the strikers insist upon the en- 
forcement of this law. As long as this 
law is enforced the miners are masters of 
the situation.

NEW YORK, Oct. 9.—Nothing definite has 
been accomplished by President Mitchell 
and his Jieutenants who are in the city. 
After conferring nearly all night with 
Senators Quay and Penrose and L. N. Ham. 
merling, an independent coal operator of 
Wilkesbarre, who is a close personal friend 
of Gov. Stone of Pennsylvania, the strike 
leaders were up and at work early today. 
Just why they are here, who invited them 
or what has been discussed is a tight se- 
cret yet. Mr. Mitchell sticks to his stereo- 
typed but polite statement: “I am very 
sorry, but can say nothing. I understand 
the public interest in the matter, but have 
nothing to say at this time.” 

He was asked if Goy. Odell, who was 
staying at the Fifth Avéhme Hotel, was at 
the conference and he replied: 

“— cannot say anything about that.’’ 
“will there be another conference?’ 


I expect to meet many gentlemen to- 
day,’’ he replied. 


IS MORGAN RESPONSIBLE? 

It was reported that Mr. Mitchell's visit 
to this city is due to J. Pierpont Morgan, 
and that the latter had taken active steps 
to bring the strike to an end. 

No verification of this report can be ob- 
tained. 

Statements of presidents of the coal roads 
indicate that Mr. Morgan has nothing 
whatever to do with Mr. Mitchell's visit. 

President Underwood of the Erle road and 
Vice-President Willcox of the Delaware & 
oe denied most emphatically that Mr. 

itchell had been called here by the op- 
erators or that they had any proposition 
or concessions to submit to him. 

The fact that Mitchell left the scene of 
the strike yesterday, the day when the loca! 
unions were balloting on the question of 
continuing or ending the atrike, and came 
here with three district presidents is re- 
garded as of the utmost significance. 

The three district presidents only accom- 
pany Mitchell when some step of exception- 
al importance, involving the life or death 
of the strike, is to be taken. 

They act in an advisory capacity and di- 
vide with Mitchell the responsibility of 
accepting or rejecting terms. 


MESSAGE EXCITED MITCHELL. 

The determination .of Mitchell to come | 
here from Wilkesbarre was reached sud- 
denly upon receipt of a telephone message 
from this city. It visibly excited = him. 
Calling to Nichols, he said: 

“You find Fahy and Duffy. [ want you 
all to go to New York with me on the first 
train. It is important that we should ' 
leave at once.” 

The only intimation of the character of 
the summons was that !t was from a menm- 
ber of the Manufacturers’ Association, 
with whom Mitchell had conferred in Buf- 
falo. ‘This was not verified, however. 

Mr. Mitchell was asKed by the Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent a dozen questions, 
but to each he answered: ‘I can't say 
anything.”’ 

When told that the operators’ figures 
made it appear that about 390.000 tons of 
coal were bing mined a day, he said: 

“That isn't so. They are not mining 
any coal. They are getting some coal from 
the washeries, but very little of that.”’

WASHINGTON, Oct. 9.—President Mitch- 
ell of the coal miners’ union has refused 
to comply with the appeal of President 
Roosevelt to call the strike off.

A number of men were impressed for 
messenger service by the Westerm Union 
Telegraph Co, today. Thefr appearance 
in the office buildings downtuwn excited 
comment. and there was many inquiries for 
the “boys in blue’ who are usually seen 
bearing the black hook and yellow envelope 
of the telegnaph companies. 

Messenger boys are at a premium now. 
Any bright boy who is willing to work and 
will attend to business can secure a job. 

Superintendent S. H. Mudge of the Postal 

Telegraph Co. says he will probably employ 
girl messengers in the downtown districts. 
The girls will be uniformed and will attend 
to the delivery of messages in office build- 
ings, stores and factories. They are not 
intended to supplant the boys, but will have 
equal rights and equal pay with the mascu- 
line messengers. The Postal company has 
employed girl messengers in other cities, 
Cincinnati, New York, Chicago and Cleve- 
land, and have found that their customers 
were pleased with the innovation. The 
telegram stations in the office buildings will 
be the first stations to be equipped with girl 
messengers. 
Mr. Mudge says that between the de- 
mands of the public schools and business 
men he has difficulty keeping his corps 
of messenger boys recruited to fighting 
strength. 

During the summer many school boys, 
bright, polite, alert chaps, made vacation 
money “hustling’’ messages. 

They learned business methods, met busi- 
ness men and became thoroughly acquaint- 
ed with their city. This post-graduate 
course was not bad schooling. 

But when the school bell rang in Sep: 
tember they threw aside the blue uniform. 
Their places had to be filled and that is 
one cause of the present messenger fam- 
ine. 

Business men, too, rob the telegraph 
company of their brightest boys. They of- 
fer the youths good positions. Mr. Mudge 
estimates that 75 per cent of thé office 
boys and clerks in town were recruited 
from the messenger service. 

A messenger boy is paid from $10 to $25 
a month. He gets tips, and the Postal 
company have a system by which their 
boys earn a substantial bonus each month,

Nathan Frank, leader of the Metropoli- 
tan's German orchestra, was ejected from 
the opera house on orders of Mascagnis 
manager.

Line Play—The End-Rush 
The end-rush must be above all things 
quick, both physically and mentally. His ts 
a position where football brains count, 
sometimes for everythigg—especially on 
the defense. His quickness of perception 


and action have in many instances saved 
the day on famous fields. 

Of course, ail football men should have 
all the “‘sand"’ that their systems can hold, 
but if an end has it not, he might as well 


he fumbles, fall on the ball. 


go to the side-lines and never come back. 
If he does not study his position and know 
the details of its intricacies, he may get 
along all right for a while, but sooner or 
later some glaring error of his will cost 
his team a game. 


TACKLE SURE AND HARD. 
He must be a sure and hard tackler—‘‘like 
a meat-ax’”’ as the saying goes. His ter- 
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|_Titory extends from side-line to side-line 
|and from goal to goal. He must possess 
| that indefinable, invaluable something 


known as ‘“‘football instinct’’ to a marked 
degree. This means, in his position especia|l- 
| y to be in the tight place at the right 
time. 

Follow the ball, is his first commandment. 

When one of his own side fumbles it is 
the end’s duty to be there to fall on the 
Eenwaee on the close trail of the pig- 
skin. 

On offensive play he stands within reach- 
ing distance of the tackle, sometimes very 
slightly behind him. If the play is to be 
‘directed at his side of the line he can be 
of great assistance in helping his tackle 
get the opposite tackle out of the way. 
Just as the ball is snapped an end has been 
known to grab the opposing tackle by the 
foot so that the umplire could not see it 
done, and then it was very easy for the 
tackle on the offensive side to upset the 
other and keep him out of the play while 
adding himself to the interference. But 
such things as these are not football, ac- 
cording to the rules, and should not be 
tried by beginners. There are many such 
little {nfractions which are constantly 
practiced by old players and against which 
fold players are able to guard themselves. 


LOW BLOCKING. 

The best way for a smaller man—as an 
end is apt to be—to get an opponent 
out of the play, is to get his shoulder 
planted in the larger man’s stomach. Then 
he can push him back as far as he wants 
and the harder he pushes the more impos- 
sible it will be for the big fellow to get 
away from him. 

If an end is as quick as he should be 
this is not as difficult a stunt as it would 
at first appear. It is only following out 
the rule to play low either on the offense or 
defense. , 

If an offensive play is through one of the 
guards or the tackle on the other half of 
the line, the end should get behind the run- 
ner and help him by pushing or holding him 
on his feet. When his own tackle takes the 
ball the end generally follows him wtih his 
hands at the tackle’s waist® making a tan- 
dem play of it. If he does not do this he 
should be blocking the tackle from getting 
through on the backs—especially the quar- 
ter—and preventing the proper formation 
of the interference. Whichever method is 
followed depends largely on the ideas of the 
coach and the make-up of the team. If 
the end does follow the tackle around he 
has to be fast on his feet and must not 
by any preliminary ‘‘set’’ give the direc- 
tion of the play away 


SHINES ON THE DEFENSE. 
It is on the defense that the end has his 
chance to shine more, perhaps, than any 


other line-man for the reason that he has 
more frequent chances to make open 
tackles. In the true inwardness of foot 
ball, too, he ean make a great name for 
himself as the list of famous ends is longer 
than that of men who have played at any 
other post. I should say that it ranks with 
tackle as the place in the line requiring all 
kinds of football knowledge and concen- 
trated foxiness. 


DOWN FIELD ON KICKS. 

One of the end’s chief duties is to get 
down the field on kicks and nail the man 
who has caught the ball. This is, strictly 
speaking, I suppose, a defensive play, as 
the “other side’’ has the ball, presumably 


at least, when the ends get to the place 
where they get in their fine work. Never- 
theless it not infrequently happens that 
where a team has a strong kicker behind 
the line and two fleet, sure-tackling ends, 
it not only succeeds in keeping the score 
of a much stronger rushing team down. but 
it often defeats it. A good kicker’s efforts 
are worth twice as much when he is fortl- 
fied by ‘ends who will make his punts count 
for every foot they are worth. 

In starting down the field under a kick 
the ends should each tend at first towards 
the side lines, so as to prevent the ball 
from going outside of them should the kick 
be badly placed. Some idea of where the 
ball is going to land he may get from 
watching the movements of the man who 
is going to try for the catch, but this 
method is not to be relied on, as it has 
been known to fool ends so that they missed 
direction on the kick so badly that the 
catcher either gained considerable ground 
or was able to escape them altogether. 

The best way is after you have got a good 
start so that you are going at your best 
sprint to give a quick glance around and 
over your shoulder, when you will prob- 
ably see the ball sailing somewhere in your 
direction. Knowledge of the peculiarities 
of your fullback should be thorough. 

For a pair of ends to overrun a_ kick is 
a serious mistake and every effort should 
be made to cultivate good judgment to 
prevent this. °* 

When the end gets within reaching dis- 
tance of the man who is to catch he should 
take care lest he interfere with the catch, 
but pin the man down as quickly and as 
hard as he car as soon as the ball touches 
the catcher. This is not called “‘unneces- 


sary roughness.’ 
DO 


NT BE DRAWN IN. 

In his defensive work in the line the end 
stands several yards out from the tackle. 
Here is where his head work must tell. He 
must never be drawn in so far that a run- 
ner, emerging from a closely packed bunch, 
can get around him. At the same time he 
must, as far as possible get into every play. 


What a first-class and experienced man 
does is to strike a happy medium. It is 
fatal to an end to be prone to be drawn im
